Necessary for survival of French Canada 



C hart tan d calls for socialist Quebec

Quebec must become socialist if French-Can- 
ada is to survive. This was the message of Michel 
Chartriind. president of the Montreal chapter of the 
CSN, addressing a forum at the University of Mont> 

real yesterday. 

Charlrand condemned English control of the 

Quebec economy. There can be no real changes in 
Quebec until French-Canadians can control the 
economy regardless of what linguistic battles are 
won, he said. 

In responding to Chartrand. Raymond Lcmieux, 
president of the Ligue Pour l'Intégration Scolaire, 
said that there were many necessary social and 
economic changes but that realism was imperative. 

"UniUngualism is a Gght we can win." he said. 
"We may not control the economy but we do control 
the school boards." 

Lemieux modified Chartrand's call for socialism 
saying that French-Canadians would never survive 
to change the society if they didn't win the unilin- 
gualist battle first. 

Chartrand countered that making Quebec a 



French unilingual state was not a radical transforma- 
tion. "It is the system which exists in every 
other country." he contended." Along with changing 
the language wc have to implement other measures " 
he told 400 students. 

This was the total scope of disagreement among 
panelists brought together for a meeting scheduled 
as a debate on French in Quebec. The third speaker 
was Romeo Bouchard, editor of the French-language 
student' magazine Quartier Latin. He challenged 
the students to become as involved in politics as 
their Professors who participated in Royal Com- 
missions. 

Earlier in the meeting. Chartrand laced into 
the Quebec government for the persecution of those 
devoted to the cause of liberating Quebec. Referring 
to the arrest and prosecution of Lemieux, Reggie 
Chartrand and Pierre Vallieres, Chartrand said/'We 
arc against this and we will do what we have to free 
them" 

Lemieux, who has been charged with sedition 
for this part in the St. Leonard fracas picked up the 
ball. He started his speech by reading the riot act 



to the bemused students. He said that he thought 
Quebec was still a democracy. 

"I think we still have the liberty of free expres- 
sion if we use it," Lemieux continued. "The right 
of free assenÀly still exists to the extent that 
we use it." 

Charlrand, who was come under criticism for 
his financial support of Lemieux challenged the 
students to take an active part in reforming the 
social system. 

He told the students that workers wished to 
change the social system but that they were afraid 
of losing their jobs if they became vocal. Referring 
to his audience, Chartrand said, "We have to fight 
the struggle with those who can and those who are 
wilUng." 

He rebuked students who were disheartened 
by their lack of accomplishment during the Uni- 
versity of Montreal strike last year. Dut he warned 
them that reforming the educational system was 
only part of reforming the entire society. Still, 
he said, "It is you who tolerate Professors who are 
mercantile and emasculated."

McGill not turned on by SFU

While crisis reigns at Simon Fraser, few McGill students seem to be interested. Only 40 people at- 
tended a discussion on the SFU situation led by John Legget, associate professor of sociology, and Pat 
Hoffer, a graduate student, both from the B.C. college. 



Professor Legget stated that 

SFU was to be "the jewel in Ben- 
nett's (Premier Wacky) crown," 
and was conceived as a radical, 
innovating university. He went 
on to say however, that the Social 
Credit government is "quasifas- 
cist no matter how benevolent it 
seems". 

He then traced the background 
of repression leading up to the 
strike. 

According to Dr.Legget, in Ja- 
nuary 1967, three RCMP agents 
questioned a student in the par- 
king lot of SFU. After the stu- 
dent reported this he was visi- 
ted twice by the RCMP and threa- 
tened with prosecution for having 
defamed the Mounties. 

This matter was later brought 
to the attention of the province's 
Justice Minister, who refused to 



make any comments. 

Later, a high school student was 
expelled for the poetry he printed 
in a high school newspaper. 

When Gve teaching aides from 
SFU took part in a demonstration 
protesting this, they were fired by 
the Board of Governors. They 
were subsequently reinstated 
when pressure was applied by 
members of the univci^ity. 

Professor Legget argued that 
the Board of Governors is control- 
led by the Social Credit Govern- 
ment and that thefe conflicts are 
really between the Government 
and university members. The 
Prime Minister of B.C. appoints 
the members of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, and most of them are So- 
cial Credit party followers. 

These encounters continued in 
more subtle forms, he stated. Se- 



veral recommendations for ap- 
pointments were turned down by 
the Board for political reasons. 

In the summer of 1968 the Po- 
litical Science Department was de- 
mocratized. Students were given 
parity in all decision making bo- 
dies including hiring and firing. 
Two separate but equal bodies 
were set up, and all decisions had 
to be approved by each body. 

Radical social research was 
commenced with the lead being 
taken by the faculty. While social 
science generally gathers infor- 
mation to study different groups, 
at SFU information was given to 
such groups. 

These groups were asked what 
help they needed, and the students 
attempted to supply it. For once 
a university was uniting theory

Bissell struggles 
to avoid blowup 

TORONTO (CUP) - In an attempt to stave off confrontation at the 
University of Toronto, President Cbude Bissell released Monday a stu- 
dent-faculty report on university discipline, two days before a deadline 
set for his reply to student demands that he repudiate hard-line state- 
ments aimed al clamping down on campus unrest. 

But Bissell probably won't know until tomorrow whether the rec- 
ommendations of the Campbell Report on University Discipline will 
be accepted by Toronto students who have demanded that the administra- 
tion refrain from intorvention in all disturtiances save those involving 
personal physical injury or significant property damage. 



Commerce 
may secede 

J. J. Pratte, president of 

the Commerce Undergraduate 
Society, who last year led an 
unsuccessful struggle to 
secede from the Students' 
Society, indicated last night 
that if the CUS budget is not 
passed by Students' Council 
Wednesday, he will apin seek 
to pull out. 

According to Pratte. CUS 
needs financial aid for tlie 
institution of tutorials simibr 
to those held in the Arts and 
Science Faculty, as well as 
for the setting up of a pre- 
university committee. 

Pratte also said that he 
desired a "change" in Stu- 
dents' Council so that a clique 
could not gain control of pol- 
icy, as he claims happened 
last year. 

Last year Students' Coun- 
cil attempted to pass a motion 
condemning the allocation 
of funds for a new Faculty of 
Management building. 



The 88-page report was pre- 
pared by a 10-man advisory com- 
mittee appointed by Bissell in 
February, 1968. Its pending re- 
lease was one reason students 
were angered by Bissell's en- 
dorsement of disciplinary state- 
ments issued by the Committee of 
Presidents of the Univenities of 
Ontario and by CAPUT, the ad- 
ntinisUrative disciplinary body at 
UofT. 

The report calls upon the Uni- 
versity to try negotiations and 
court injunctions before calling 
in the police to deal with non- 
. violent disruptions - such as sit- 
ins and classroom harassment. 

There should be no resort to 
force by the University until oth- 
er "reasonable alternatives." 
such as negotiations, injunctions 
or even referenda on the issues 
arc attempted, the report con- 
tinues, and stresses that "nego- 
tiations concerning a demonstra- 
tion should be addressed as much 
as possible to the substantive is- 
sues of the demonstration and not 
just to the disruptiveness." 

The report proposed replacing 
CAPUT, composed of 24 top 
faculty and administrators.

and practice, and working in the 
community. 

However, last November there 
was a sit4n due to the failure of 
■the University to admit transfer 
students from the province's ci- 
•y colleges. Most students at 
these colleges are from the wor- 
king class, but the Administration 
remained adamant, and 114 stu- 
dents were arrested. 

At the start of this academic 
year the repression escalated, 
staled Professor Legget. Presi- 
dent Kenneth Strand has taken 
steps to phase out eleven faculty 
members by the fall of 1971 . 

With this news the separate fa- 
culty and student bodies of the 
PSA met and merged into a Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

When the President refused to 
negotiate, 700 people voted to 
strike. The vote was 25 to one 
in favor of the strike. 

Professor Leggit claims that the 
Administration is not purging the 
radicals, but he is purging those 
who want to innovate with educa- 
tion, and unite theory and action. 
He says the Administration refu- 
ses to negotiate, and seems pre- 
pared for a confrontation. 

Several:' examples of this .were 



cited. RCMF agents can be seen 
around campus "surveying the ter- 
rain". Fire engines have been on 
campus practicing pulling out fi- 
re hoses. 

Professor Legget then stated 
that they would like to avoid a 
confrontation for tactical reasons. 

At present the strikers are es- 
calating by disseminating informa- 
tion to others in the University. 

Support has come in from va- 
rious SFU faculties and the colle- 
ge's students' council. As welL 
they are seeking support from 
other universities. 

ConsiderinR the turnout they 
received at McGill, the outlook 
seems grim.

The first step : Student Power 



To understand the significance of the term 
student power one must first recognize if in the 
context of today's industrial-capitalist system 
and the position which youth occupies in this 
entire apparatus. 

The second industrial revolution, - i.e., 
scientific knowledge the key variable in the cap- 
italist system. One only has to look at the pri- 
ority which corporations give to research and 
development to grasp this. 

This change in the production process has 
resulted in the decline of the worker as the pri- 
mary focus of exploitation and made those people 
who have advanced education and skill in the 
natural and social sciences extremely valuable 
to the system. To be sure, the workers still have 
a vital role to play in turning out goods; they 
are now being complemented by those who can 
understand and use scientific technique. 

This development has had an important 
impact on the educational process. Under early 
capitalism education was used as a device to 
instill the values of the middle class into its 
youth so they could become "good members of 
society". In the present context, however, edu- 
cation plays the important added functions of: 1) 
producing highly trained technocrats to run the 
economic system, and 2) providing that system 
with the necessary research to promote inno- 
vation and development. 

Today's university in short, is no longer 
peripheral to the production process but is rather 
an intrinsic part of it. Thus, its main function 
is not to provide an intellectual atmosphere for 
educational development and individual thinking 
but rather to train young people to fill "useful" 
roles in the system. 

A young person from the day he starts school 
isn't encouraged to develop his mind, but rather 
to accept what he's taught, so he can "make 
it" in the system and thus gain the benefits of 
the established order. In high school, he is told 
he must sacrifice his intellect in order to build 
up a "good all around record", so he can "make 
it" and go to a good college, where he will 
be educated and allowed to "do his thing". But 
in college he finds he must make the same sac- 
rifice for graduate school. He is tested, inter- 



viewed and is forced to cram so he can make 

the grade. 

This type of social repression stifles youthful 
spontaneity and creativity for the sake of the sys- 
tem, as many social scientists have documented. 
The oppression of youth has exemplified itself 
through music primarily, which over the past de- 
cade has grown in the sophistication of its criti- 
cism against the establishment. 

The Free Speech Movement at Berkeley 
was the first major manifestation of student revolt 
against an authoritarian system which didn't let 
•students run their own lives. The Vietnam War and 
the relation of "scholarly research" to it as well 
as the oppression of the draft made students 
across America more conscious of the source of 
their discontent. They began to see that the educa- 
tional system which processed them instead of ed- 
ucating them was only an intrinsic part of the same 
system which has led to the Vietnam War. Hence 
the link between student power and the anti-war 
movement. Students in America are coming to 
realize that they are only cogs in the military-in- 
dustrial-university complex as I think Galbraith 
has called it. 

The only way to change the present system 
is to take power away from those who are run- 
ning it. Student power sees democratization of 
the university as the first step in this process. 
For if students (and faculty) can have the power 
to run the university they can divert it away from 
corporate and war research and build a place 
where individuals can come to find an atmos- 
phere for learning and self-fulfillment that will 
be able to provide the type of knowledge that 
improves society instead of polluting it and 
making people only meaningless cogs who serve 
war and industry. 

However, student power is only a first step, 
for unless the whole society is democratized 
and power is taken away from the present ruling 
class, that elite will only find another substitute 
for the universities that have been democratized 
and make the efforts of student power fruitless.

This question, posed by Pre- 
mier Jean-Jacques Bertrand in a 
speech before the Canadian Qub 
yesterday at the Windsor Hotel, 
expressed his attitudes concern 
ing bilingualism in Quebec. 

In a bilingual speech. M. Ber 
trand repeated his arguments 
complete with statistical infor 
mation, for a bilingual Quebec 
He explained that one must ac 
cept a bilingual province for the 
simple reason that there are. and 
always will be, "deux façons de 
penser, deux façons de reagir, 
deux façons d'être." 

He cited a member of the Loui- 
siana delegation, which recently 
came to Quebec, as saying. "Peo- 
ple in the United States cannot 
go on being unilingual in this age 
of instant communication." 

Thus, claimed Bertrand. Que- 
bec, which is already bilingual, 
should not deprive herself of a 
quality which others are seeking 
to gain. 

He stressed the positive points 
of bilingualism and bicuUuralism 
and added that these far outnum- 
ber the problems they produce. 

M. Bertrand announced the be- 
ginning of public hearings of the 
Gendron Commission, which is 
studying the role of bilingualism 
in the province. Though he said 
he did not wish to "prejudge" 
the findings of the commission, 
he has definitely developed his 
own position on the subject.

tin Shapiro, External Vice-Presi- 
dent, tried Saturday to enter the 
meeting, which was "closed to all 
Zionists and pro-imperialists." 

He was informed that since 
he did not "agree wilh the resolu- 
tion opposing imperialism reached 
at the conference," he would not 
be admitted into the room. 

The participants explained that 
they could not possibly hold an 
orderly conference if it was open 
to all people because "obviously" 
there would be some persons who 
would come for the sole purpose 
of disrupting the meeting. 

Soon after, a letter arrived 
addressed to the members of the 
Afro-Asian Coiifercncc and signed 
by Julius Grey and Martin Shapiro. 
The letter informed the members 
that the constitution disaUows 
closed nxietings in the University 
Centre, and uidess everyone were 
admitted, they would not be per- 
mitted to resume the conference 
in the Ballroom on Sunday. 

The irate members retorted by 
claiming tlut this constitution ap- ' 



plies only to meetings of organiza- 
tions financed by the Students' 
Society. The Afro-Asian Group 
docs not receive any funds from 
the Students' Society. 

One furious member of the as- 
sembly, who wished his name to 
be withheld, claimed that Grey 
and Shapiro are both self-pro- 
claimed Zionists who could not in 
any way "be educated" by the 
conference. 

He added that both Grey and 
Shapiro praised Ho Chi Minh for 
his great struggle for National 
Liberation all over the world, but 
then incongruously, asked Zionist 
agents to be admitted into a 
National Liberation Conference. 

Grey and Shapiro are opportun- 
ists whose aim is "merely to sub- 
vert National Liberation," ho 
continued. 

"These people are fanatical and 
shouldn't be taken seriously," 
Grey replied. The Students' So- 
ciety president noted that he is 
definitely not a Zionist and said 
that anyone \^o calls him one 
must be Joking.
